I have gotten together the 
‘Mighty Gale Players’, who perform 
on ‘Life Can Be Miserable,’ a _ con- 
tinuous drama that unfolds every 
morning and promises never to be 
concluded, Along with all this, I use 
a lot of very old records which I call 
the ‘Gale Band.’

“That about explains the show in a 
nutshell. Since the program director’s 
job also belongs: to Jack Gale, any 
complaints that may arise come to my 
desk.

“Greetings. I’m Bruce Parsons of 
WTUX, Wilmington, Delaware.

They were. not considered an attrac- 
tion, just a definite necessity to the 
dance. Then musicians specialized and 
became known ‘for their individual 
talents, and still later the bands took 
on a new role, Now -they not only 
provide aan ae and melody, but also 
entertainment, 


“Slowly but surely, the Steeda 
and entertaining angle cut down the 
amount of danceable music per dance. 
In my humble opinion, this is one of 
the main reasons why the bands suf- 
fered. When you and I go to a dance, 
we want to dance—not that we don’t 
enjoy being entertained, but after all, 
what else is necessary for dancing be- 
sides a boy, a girl and music? 


“I think that a change may come in 
two or three years. Ralph Marterie is 
one of possibly six big groups that 
are releasing good, full” danceable 
tunes. I think if other ‘big groups —

“In short, I am inclined to think 
that musicians have run away from 
their public and have locked them- 
selves up in their own little shell. This, 
consequently, has made record manu- 
facturers aware of the bands’ limita- 
tions, and since people in general want 
to sing, they are giving the hit-poten- 
tial tunes to the vocalists. As long as 
this persists, the bands will be in very 
difficult straights. Of course, we have 
men like Ralph Marterie, Ray An- 
thony, the Dorsey brothers and Ralph 
Flanagan, who are endeavoring to 
give the people their desires. 


“I believe evidence for my argu- 
ment can be found in the success of 
rhythm and blues numbers, where the 
beat is emphatic and the melody sim- 
ple. This affords a great opportunity 
to sing or hum a song and to tap 
your toe to it or dance. When the 
bands come back, they will have sim- 
plified their method of operation and 
made it easier on themselves, The gen- 
eral public will then appreciate the 
bands and enjoy their work.”
